It remained, 
however, for Mr. Samuel Longstreth Parrish, a promi- 
nent New York lawyer, to pay the tribute to art so 
often puid to literature by establishing an art museum 
in the 'Cown of Southampton, L. I., where he has his 
Summer home. There, without cost, the people of the 
town may feast their eyes on paintings and sculptures 
by famous masters, many of which are priceless and 
would be regarded as treasures by any museum in the 
world Mr. Parrish is an eminent connoisseur, and 
the collection represents not merely the purchases of 


a rich man but the consummate taste of an educated

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lover of art who refused to be conditioned in his choice 
by conventionui standards. 

Most of the paintings and sculptures are of the Pre- 
Raphaelite -period, and were gathered at a time when 
Ruskin and Pater and Symonds had not yet brought 
the public to a realization of the merits of Italian 
productions of the early fifteenth century. As there 
were “brave men before Agamemnon,’’ so there were 
gifted artists before the supreme genius of Raphael, 
Michelangelo and their fellows lent glory to the Renais- 
sance. A few decades ago collectors would scarcely 
look at any work produced prior to that period. Mr. 
Parrish, however, was a quarter of a century dhead of 
nis time in his appreciation of these early masters of 
brush and chisel, and the result of his prescience is 
shown in the masterpieces that enrich his collection. 
They have nct been gathered en bloc. They are the 
fruit of many a visit by Mr. Parrish to peasants’ 
cottages and curio dealers in remote Italian villages, 
where he sometimes secured for the traditional ‘‘song’’ 
treasures that would now provoke spirited bidding 
among millionaires if they were put up for public sale. 

Botticelli, Piero di Cosimo, Filippo Lippo and many 
of their contemporaries scarcely less famous are repre- 


sented by some of their choicest masterpieces. The 
gem of the collection is a ‘‘Madonna and Child,’’ as- 
cribed to Botticelli and bearing in every line the handi- 
work of the famous Florentine. 

Besides the pictures, Mr. Parrish has placed in the 
muséum a number of reproductions in marble and

plaster of Greek and Italian sculpture. Many of them 
are casts of works by contemporaries of Botticelli, so 
that a student can see the art of the Pre-Raphaelite 
period in more than one medium. 

Thus a collection that would prove a magnet to art 
lovers in New York City or any of the great capitals 
of the world is placed at the disposal of the citizens of 
a littie Long Island town. All expense of its mainte- 
nance is borne by Mr. Parrish, and it is understood 
that it will be deeded to the town at his death. That 


those thus benefited are not ungrateful for this unique 
and generous benefaction is evidenced by their presen- 
tation to Mr. Parrish of a portrait of himself, painted 
by Howard Chandler Christy, to be placed in the 
museum that bears his name.
